You failed to provide adequate veterinary care and you failed to follow up on recurrent veterinary conditions after 
treatment had been completed on the following animals: A Chihuahua (ID #163) l' m Pi n gonthe left hind leg, a 
Beagle (ID #002) and a Pekinese (ID# 063) both for abdominal masses, a Chihuahua (ID #0A0 1627962) that was 

thin. 

2.50(a)(2) Time and method of identification.... Live puppies or kittens, less than 16 weeks of age, shall be 
identified. 

You failed to identify thirty eight weaned puppies that were less than sixteen weeks of age. Puppies less than 
sixteen weeks of age shall be identified. 

2.131 Handling of animals.... When climatic conditions present a threat to an animal’s health or well-being 

appropriate measures must be taken to alleviate the impact of those conditions... An animal may never be subjected 
to any combination of temperature, humidity, and time that is detrimental to the animal s hea 1 1 . ( ) 

You failed to provide measures to change the cold conditions for puppies that were huddled and shivering. 
Measures must be taken to alleviate the impact of climatic conditions. 

3.4(b)(4) Outdoor Housing Facilities. Outdoor facilities for dogs must contain clean, dry bedding material if 
the ambient temperature is below 50°F (10°C). Additional clean dry bedding is required when the temperature is 
35°F (1.7°C) or lower. (DIRECT) 

You failed to provide adequate bedding in outdoor shelters. Adequate bedding must be provided to outdoor 
facilities.
